Phosphoreecent Light. 

Some experiments have been made in 
France to determine the specific action 
of n considerable lowering of tempera- 
turo upon tho brilliaucy of certain 
bodies which shíne ín the dark after 
having been exposed tosunlight. Tubes 
of glass filled with the powdered  sul- 
phides of calcium, barium, strontinm, 
etc., all substances possessing the prop- 
erty of phosphorescence in a high degree, 
were exposed to the solar rays and after- 
ward proved to be luminous in the dark, 
this being dono in such a way as to fix 
upon the memory the mean value of the 
progressive diminution of the emitted 
light, and the timo nlso was noted dur- 
ing which the light was strong, less 
strong and weak respectively. The tubes 
were. next placed in bright sunlight for 
ono minute and then suddenly intro- 
duced into a double walled glass cylin- 
der, the interspace of wbich was filled 
with nitrous oxide at 140 degrees C. In 
about five dr six minutes the tempera- 
ture of the tubes was some 100 degrees 
They were then withdrawn, and when 
observed in n perfectly dark chambor no 
luminosity whatever was perceptible. 
As the tubes recovered their normal tem- 
perature, however, the phosphorescence 
returned without the exciting agency 
of the sun's rays or of diffused light 
These results were proved to be genera!

IBT. HELENA TO PARIS 


THE REMOVAL OF NAPOLEON'S BODY 
TO ITS LAST RESTING PLACE. 


Wonderful Preservation Through Nine- 
teen Years’ Interment—Spectators Morod 

. 9» Tears—Impressive Ceremonies at the 
Church of the Invalides. 


The grave in the valley of Napoleon, 
= St. Helena, as the place had come to 
called, was surrounded by an iron 
failing set in a heavy stone curb. Over 
the grave was a covering of 6 inch stone 
Which admitted to a vault 11 feet dcep, 
B feet long and. 4 feet 8 inches broad and 
was apparently filled with earth, but 
digging down some seven feet a layer of 
Roman cement was found. This broken 
laid bare a layer of rough hewn stone 10 
inches thick and fastened together by 
iron olamps. It took 4X4 honrstoremove 
this layer. The stone up, the slab form- 
ing the lid of the interior sarcophagus 
was exposed, inclosed in a border of Ro- 
man cement strongly nttached to the 
walls of the vault. So stoutly had all 
these various coverings been sealed with 
cement and bound by iron bands that it 
took the large party of workers ten 
hours to reach the coffin. 

‘The outermost coffin was slightly in- 
jured,''saysan eyewitness. ‘‘Then came 
one of lead, which was in good condition 
and inclosed two others—one of tin and 
one of wood.. The last coffin was lined 
inside with white satin, which, having 
become detached by the effect of time, 
had fallen upon the body and enveloped 
it like a winding sheet and had become 
slightly attached to it. 

“It is difficult to describe with what 

anxiety and emotion those who were 
present waited for the moment which 
was to expose to them all that was left 
of the Emperor Napoleon. Notwith- 
Standing the singular state of preserva- 
tion of the tomb and coffins, we could 
scarcely hope to find anything but some 
misshapen remains of the least perish- 
able part of the costume to evidence the 
identity of the body. But when Dr. 
Gaillard raised the sheet of satin, an in- 
describable feeling of surprise and affec- 
tion was expressed by tho spectators, 
many of whom burst into tears The 
emperor himself was before their eyes. 
The features of the face, though changed, 
were perfectly recognized; the hands cx- 
tremely beautiful; his well known cos- 
tume-had suffered but little, and tho 
colors were easily distinguished. The at- 
titude itself was full of ease, and but for 
the fragments of satin lining which cov- 
ered, as with fine gauze, several parts of 
the uniform, we might have believed 
we still saw. Napoleon lying on his bed 
of sta! LAJ

The climax of the pageant in Paris 
was the temple of the Invalides. The 
spacious church was draped in the most 
magnificent and lavish fashion and 
adorned with à perfect bewilderment of 
imperial emblems. The light was shut 
out by hangings of violet velvet; tripods 
blazing with colored flames, and thou- 
sands upon thousands of waxen candles 
in brilliant candelabra lighted the tem- 
ple. Under the dome, in the place of the 
altar, stood the catafalque which was 
to receive the coffin. 

It was 3 o'clock in the afternoon when 
the archbishop of Paris, preceded by a 
splendid cross bearer, and followed by 
16 incense boys and long rows of white 
clad priests, left the church to meet the 
procession. They returned soon. Fol- 
lowing them was the Prince de Joinville 
and a select few from the grand cortego 
without. In their midst Napoleon's cof- 
fin. 

The king descended from his throne 
and advanced to meet the cortege. 
*'Bire,'' said the Prince de Joinville, “I 
present to you the body of Napoleon,

ville gives a different version: ‘‘It ap- 
pears that a little speech which I was to 
have delivered when I met my father, 
and also the answer he was to give me, 
had been drawn up in council, only the 
authorities had omitted to inform. me 
concerning it. So when I arrived I sim- 
ply saluted with my sword, and then 
stood aside. I saw indeed that this silent 
salute, followed by retreat, had thrown 
something out, but my father, after a 
moment's hesitation, improvised some 
appropriate sentence, and the matter 
was afterward arranged in the ‘Moni- 
teur.’ "' 

Beside the king stood an officer, bear- 
ing a cushion On it lay the sword of 
Austerlita Marshal Soult handed it to 


the emperor's glorious sword on tho 
bier.” 

And Bertrand, trembling with emo- 
fion, laid the sword reverently on his 
idol's coffin. The great audience watch- 
ed the scene in deepest silence. The only 
sound which broke the stillness was the 
half stifled sobs of the gray haired sol- 
diers of the Invalides, who stood in 
places of honor near the catafalque. 

The king and the procession returned 
to their palaces, and then followed a 
majestic funeral mase.—Ida M. Tarbell 
in MoClure's Magazine.

Foraker seems to have had control of 
the convention in opposition to Govern- 
or McKinley who was defeated in his 
purpose to nominate Geo. K. Nash. The 
great tariff protectionist seem2s to have 


Jost control of his own state. In view of 


the fact that Senator Sherman presided 
oyer the convention the action of the 
republicans of the Buckeye state may in 
a measure indicate to the country an in- 
tention on the part of the party to aban 

don the tariff protection represented by 
Mr. McKinley. 

Senator Sherman's speech on the cur- 
rency question will prove interesting 
reading as a splendid rample of an in- 
genious "straddler." Here it is. 

“Weare in favor of sound national 
currency always redeemable in coin. All 
forms of money should be of equal pur- 
chasing power. For,4 years after the 
resumption of specie payments, while 
the republican party was in power, we 
bnd such a currency. 

"We bad gold,silver and paper money 
ali bearing the stamp and sanction of 
the United States of nnquestioned cred- 
it and of equal yslue, passing current not 
only within the United States, but in all 
paris of the commercial world. 

Both gold and silver are indispensable 
for use in the varied wants of mankind 
Gold is now, and has been for ages, the 
chief measure of value in international 
commerse and the larger transactions 
of domestic exchanges. Silyer from its 
bulkand weight is not available for large 
payments either at home or abroad, but 
it is indispensable in the minor wants of 
mankind. Gold from its greatly super- 
ior value, cannot be utilized for such 
purposes. Therefore it is that both 
metals have been coined into money at 
s fixed ratio. 

“The enormous increase of the pro- 
duction ofsilyer in the United States, 
Mexico and Australia has disturbed this 
ratio and bas lowered the market yalue 
of silver precisely as a like increase of 
other commodities. It isa universal law 
that price or value is measured by quan- 
tity. Under these conditions the ration- 
al and proper course would be to change 
the ratio, but thiscan only be effective 
as to these two metals by a concert of 
action among commercial! nations 

“Until thiscan be accomplished the 
only logical way is for each nation to 
coin botb metals and maintain the coin- 
age ofthe cheaper metal at par by the 
limitation of the amount and redemp- 
tion when in excess of the demand for 
it. Such is now the policy of the United 
States, and ef every great commercial 
‘nation, including every country in Eu- 
rope. 

- "Other nations adopt the silyer stand- 
ard alone, not from choice, but from poy- 
erty. I believe that the policy of the 
United States adopted in 1853 of coining 
fractional silver coin in limited quanti- 
ties from silver bullion purchased at the 
market price and making them legal 
tender for small sums, is the only way 
to preserve the parits of gold and silyer 
coins ata fixed ratio. This is properly 
called bimetallic money. I nope and be- 
lieve that the common interests of com- 
mercial nations will: lead them throngh 
an international commission to either 
adopt a new ratio based on market val- 
ue of the metals, or to coin them and 
maintain them, as we do, at their pres- 
ent ratio. 

“The policy now urged by the pro- 
ducers of silver and by men who wish to 
pay their debts in cheaper money than 
they premised to pay is the free coinage 
of silver. This means the single stand- 
ard oe silrer and the demonetization of 
gold. This is the only monometalic 
system. It is the degredation of our dol- 
lat to fifty cente. If applied to our na- 
tional bonds it is a repudation of one- 
bslf of the public debt. 

It is the repudiation of one half of all 
debts. Itconfers no favors on producers 
ofany kind, whether of the farm, the 
worksbop or the mine, for, if they get 
nominally more dollars "hr their pre- 
ductions, their additional dollars would 
have only one balf the purchasing pow- 
er of the gold dollars. ‘The great hard- 
ship of this policy would fall upon work- 
ing men, skilled or unskilled, whose dai- 


ly wage, measured by the present stand- 
a-d, is higher than in any country of the 
world.

DEATH OF SECRETARY 
GRESHAM. 


Mr. Cleveland's Premier died at the 
Arlington Hotel, Washington, 
Last Tuesday morning. 

His Remains will be 
Interred at 
Chicago, 


Walter Quinton Gresham ,Secretary of 
State, died at his rooms in the Arling- 
ton Hotel, Washington, at 1.15 o'clock 
last Tuesday morning. Death was due 
to pleurisy, complicated by acute pneu- 
monia and heart failure. 

At the bedside when the statesman 
passed away, were Mrs. Gresham; his 
daughter Mra. E. F. Andrews of Chicago; 
bis son in-law, Mr. Andrews; the nurses 
and three.physicians. 

Mr. Otto Gresham, son of the secreta- 
ry, arrived at 6.30 o'clock Tuesday 
moroing by special train from Harris- 
burg. He was met at the station by 
Assistant Postmaster General Jones,who 
is a near personal-friend of the family, 
who informed him that the 2nd bad 
come. He was prepared for the news, 
as a telegram from Mr. Jones had reach- 
ed him at Altoona, saying that Le must 
be prepared for tbe worst. He under- 
stood the meaning of the dispatch, and 
although the confirmation of his fears 
was an added shock, he received the in- 
formation calmly. Mr.Greshem joined 
his mother at the Arlington Hotel and 
the two were given such ab nee as was 
possible. 

THE END WAS NOT UNEXPECTED. 

While Secretary Gresham’s physicians 
and family had throughout Monday 
realized that his condition was very se- 
rious, it was not till after 5 o’clock in the 
evening that they abandoned hope of 
his recovery. About 5 o'clock such a 
sudden collapse overcame him that his 
physician, Dr. Johnston, who bad been 
constantly in attendance throughout the 
night and day, became .vepy much a- 
larmed, and, as almost a last resort, be- 
gan immediately to administer hypo- 
dermic doses of nitro-glycerine and digt- 
talis, the most powerful heart stimulants 
known to medical science. 

The sufferer recovered slightiy, but 
after two severe rigors shortly before 11 
o'clock he- began to fail rapidly and his 
vitality began to ebb. "Thethree physi- 
cians saw thatthe end was near, and at 
12 o'clock withdrew to the ante room. 
leaving in the sick chamber only the 
members of his family. 

Secretary Lamont, First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Jones, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Uhl, Chief Justice Faller, 
Colonel Corbin and Captain Faller of the 
army remained in parlor A, connected 
with Secretary Gresham's suite, receiving 
such persons as they admitted and ans- 
wering inquiries. 

Among those who called were the 
Chinese minister and his secretary, 
Senor Romero, the Mexican Minister, 
the Japan Minister, Assistant Secretary 
Hamlin and Mrs. Carlisle, Comptroller 
Eckels, Justice Harlan of the Supreme 
Court, Senator Gorman of Maryland and 
Dr; Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister. 


CONSCIOUS ALMOST TO THE LAST. 


The Secretary was conscious all day, 
and almost to the time of his death. He 
spoke at Intervals to Mrs. Gresham, who 
although not strong in health,was devot- 
ed in her attentions during her distin- 
guished husbands illness. The patient 
fully appreciated his condition, but at 
times his mind wandered slightly. He 
spoke of his absent son and his priyate 
secretary, Mr, Landis, whom he loved as 
a son, and who like his som, was speed- 
ing tu his bedside, all too late, 

Just before the physicians retired he 
ceased speaking though he appeared to 
be conscious. Mrs. Gresham occasional- 
ly read to him from the bible passages 
which he loved,butas the end approach- 
ed his pulse became hardly "perceptible. 
Gradually his eyes glazed and closed. 
At 1.15 o'clock his breathing ceased, a 
peaceful shadow passed over_his pale 
countenance, his pulse flickered and the 
sorrowing fami'y were in the presence 
of death. 

The President was immediately noti 
fied of Mr. Gresham's death. He had 
sent frequent inquiries from his summer 
home at Woodley and would have called 
in person had his physicians not forbid- 
den his geing ont on account of a bilious 
attack. 

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FUNERAL. 


The remains of the Secpetary were 
enbalmed. They lay in State at the ex- 
ecutive Mansion Wednesday by the ex- 
press wish of president Cleveland. The 
casket was taken from the Arlington to 
the White House at 9 a. m. and placed 
in the large east room, where funeral 
seryices were heid at 10 o'clock, 

Bishop Hurst of the Methodist Episco- 
pas Chprch officiated. Seats were re 
served for the members of tlie Diplomat- 
ic Corrs, members of tbe United States 
Supreme Court, such Scnators and mem- 
bers of Congress as were in the city and 
chiefs of the war and navy departments. 
At the conclnsion of the services the re 
mains were escorted to the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad aepét by all the troc ps 
and marines statione ied i in tliis city and at 
Fort Myer, General Thomas H. Rager in 
comrard. 

A spec'al train conveyed the remains 
tc Chicago, where the interment took 
place. The President and all members of 
the Cabinet accompanied the remains to 
their last resting place. 

Secretaries Caslisle, Herbert, Lamont, 
Smith ar! Morte, Attorney-General 
Osly and Postmaster-General Wilson 
acted as honorary pall bearers at the fu 
neral, and she bod: bean rs were a squad 
of marines from the marine barracks in 
Washington. 

The funeral train arrived in Chicago 


Thursday. The ceremonies in that city 
will be hetd today, Friday. 

Walter Qninton Gresham was- born 
near Lanesville, Harrison county, Ind, 
on the river, about one hundred miles 
down stream from the place of ex Presi- 
dent Harrison's birth,on March 17, 1832. 
In his early days his father as sheriff of 
the county was killed while serving a 
warrant, The family was left with mod- 
erate circumstances. 

Young Gresham was educated at the 
een schools, and afwrward at the

He remained in New Albany, where!

Kew York city. Inthesame year and | 
two years later he contested that dis- | 
trict for Congress with the late Michael | 
C. Kerr and was beaten both times. | 

In the army .General Gresham won 
the regard of Grant, who as Pesident in 
1869, tendered Mr. Gresham the collec- 
torship of the Port of New Orleans. This | 
he declined and continued the practice | 
of law at New Albany. But soon after. 
this episode there was a vacancy on the | 
bench of the United States District Cotrt ' 
for Indiana. There wasa large number , 
of applicants for the place, among whom | 
was not Walter Q Gresham. He, indeed | 
at the time was busy getting signatures | 
to a petition for the appointment of | 
hia law partner, Judge Slaughter. ` 

It is related that when President 
Grant was looking over the list on ap- | 
plicauts aud hearing their virtues elo- 

nently set forth by the late Secretary of 
[s ar Rawlins, he turned snddenly with: 
“Rawlins, doesn't Wat Gresham ji 
that district ?” 

"Yes," said Rawlins. 

“That settles it,” said Grant, “If there | 
is anything for wbich Gresham is availa- 
ble it goes to him,” aud to Mr. Gresham's 
surprise, notice of his appointment came 
in due time. He at first said he wouldn't | 
take it, because he had been urging his’ 
partner for the place, but the latter had | 
the good sense to understand the situa- | 
ation and positively refused to have the | 
place if he could get it and urged Mr. 
Gresham to accept that which had so! 
bonorably come to him, He did P ti- | 
nally and served in it until April, 
when he was in a manner equally ae 
licited, tendered the position of Postmas- 
ter General. 

He was strongly urged for a place. in 
the Cabinet of President Garfield and 
there is reason to believe the represen- 
tations of his friends in his behalf were 
regarded with much favor, but he was 
not nominated because his party in the 
West failed to agree on him. 


SECRETARY OF TIIF TREASURY. 


He was promoted from the Postmaster 
Generalship to the Secretaryship of the 
Treasury in 1884 after the death of Sec- 
retary Folger. In October of that year 
President Arthur tendered him the place 
of United States Circuit Court Judge in! 
Chicago, to succeed Judge Drummond 
resigned, and it was accepted. 

Daring his career on the bench Judge 
Gresham heard and decided many note- 
worthy cases. As a jurist Judge Gres- 
bam was distinguished for the directness 
and acenracy of his perceptions, the ab- 
solute fairness of his rulings and his ut- | 
ter unconsciousness of the standing, 
character or wealth of parties or counsel. 

This characteristic was illustrated in 
what is known as the “Wabash case,’ 
where sixty-eight different railroada, | 
running through Indiana, Illinois, Mis- 

souri, Iowa and Michigan, were involved | 
in what is known as the Jay Gould sys- 
tem.“ Though the decision was adverse 
to*Jay Gould, the latter paid unwilling 
tribute in the acknowledgment of Judge 
Gresham's ability, fairnese and sense of 
justice. 

Judge Gresham shared President Ar- 
thur's views with respect to a revision of 
the tariff and a redaction of the surplus 
reyenue. One of his last acts as a mem- 
ber of the Arthur administration was a 
speech delivered in Wall street to the 
business men of New York, in which | 
althongh‘the republican candidate for 
President was daily turning every pro- 
tectionist argument to acconnt in the 
canvass, he maintained that there was 
no legitimate excuse for the heavy bur- 
dens of popular texation. In this he 
showed that he could be independent of 
partisan discipline. He never posed, 
however,as a civil service reformer. 

He prided himself on being a close 
student of human nature, and loved to 
talk sbout bis observations upon. it. 
With a good cigar between his lips—for 
he loved a good cigar and smoked al- 
most constantlywhen at work in his li- 
brary, at home—he liked to lie upon 
the sofa and chat about the characters 
of men. 

Asa public speaker It was difficult to 
estimate Secretary Gresham, for his 
long service on the bench had afforded 
him opportunity for so little of it; but 
it is said by those who remember his 
Congressional candidacies that he bad 
much sledge liammer force and impet 
nosity. lie'could not as Judge fittingly 
take active part in politics and did not 
but the independence of his character 
enabled one to find where he was if he 
was sought. 

TASTE FOR LITERATURE 


Secretary Gresliam wasa man of cul- 
ture. He had a taste for classics, but 
general literature was his main delight 
as a recreation. His college life was 
short—one yearat the bloomington (Ind.) 
University. He did not make much 
progress in classical lore, but he took ad- 
vantsge ofthe opportunities given him 
and did the best he could. He possessed 
a thorough and minute knowledge oe 
the history of the country and the 
ernment, the measures of the HOUR 
administrations, the great! debates. and 
the men who shaped and influenced the 
legislation of their day, many of whom 
are now forgotten. 

In other fields of literature he was 
classed as a well informed man, without 
being what may be termed profoundly 
versed in books. Like many other 
brain workers his favorite method of 
relaxation was the reading of a novel. 
Absorbed in the creation of the 
novelist's genius, he had been known | 
to read a noyel of great length through 
ata single sitting, even if it took all 
night. More than once daylight IM 
athrongh bis Jibrary windows before he 
could lay down the fascinating volume. 

. He was a candidate for the republican 
nomination for President in 1884, and 
again in 1888. He received 111 votes on 
the first ballot in the convention in 1888. 
His yote rose to 123 on the third ballot, 
and then dwindled down to 59 on the | 
eipbth and last. He refused the nomi- 


nalidm,by the people,s party in 1892. 
"AME A DEMOCRAT. 


He left the republican party the next | 
October, and in aletter to Mr- B'uford 
Wilson ‘announced his intention of vot- | 
ing for Grover Cleveland, concluding his 
letter with this sentence:— 

“T chink, with you, that a republican 
can vote fur Mr. Cleveland without join- 
iug the Democratic party. How í shall | 
vote in the future vill depend npon the 
questions at issue." 

Mr. Cleveland offered him the first 
placein the Cabinet; and he became 
Secretary of State. Mr. Cleveland and 
Mr. Gresham were oll friends,. haying 
met in the White House in 18385

It is beginning to be seen by commu 
nities not especially wsthetic that there 
isa close connection, after all, between 
beauty in the landscape and dollars, A 
lament arose in Maine some time since 
over the greedy shearing off of pictur- 
esque woodlands for immediate gain, to 
the great deteriment of greaterand more 
permanent values. There were some at 
least who taw—with whom no higher 
motives were dominante—that to destroy 
ruthlessly the scenic charm in the land- 
scape was really to reduce the revenue 
from the city and the summer boarder. 
Andin Maine, as well as in other parts 
of New Enyland, the millions of dollars 
that come from entertaining the urbane 
and summer contingent constitute in 
rural neighborhoods by far their most 
important income, 

Asthe habit now is, whole acres are 
wastefnlly shorn without a brake, under 
the lamberman's axe, with the same un- 
intelligent and causeless destructien that 
would happen to the fish-pond if nets 
were laid so as to exterminate the small 
and the large fry totally, and without 
thought for the future. This is emphat- 
ically killing the goose that lays the 
golden egg; and the forest farm and lum- 
berman must somehow be made to see 
it. 

The forestry commission proposes that 
the state exercise freely the right of em- 
inent domain in the creation of forest 
preserves. Innoother way can there 
be unity and efficiency of action. The 
diversified owners, and even the com- 
munities most directly affected, cannot. 
when the right sentiment is in the ma- 
jority, exert an effectual influence to 
make tree culling reasonable and harm- 
less. But if the state commands it can 
make the White Mountain forests “a 
source of constant income. unfailing wa- 
ter supply, and perpetual scenic pleas- 
ure.” 

This is a plea that may well go further 
than through New Hampshire. There 
is nota government park in the far west 
and hardly a spot in the Adriondacks, 
which is in quite close enough custody 
today, after all that has been suggested 
and done to save them. As to the bits 
of scenery and rare groves which no law 
surrounds, what constrnt and needless 
despoilment of them we see every where! 
On how many country roads a few cas- 
ual and ancient trees aid, of themselves, 
and inestamable and haunting charm to 
the whole landscape! And yet who has 
not seed at the instance of a single own- 
er, often, in two days’ time, a raid upon 
these precious land marks which neither 
anew plantixg nor time itself shall re- 
pair.

Father Prout Made It Ils Business to Hoax 
Notable Characters, 

Anthors haxo often mystified the pub- 
lic, but a man whu made n business of 
mystifying professional writers is anot- 
able character. Such a oue, however, 
was tbe Rev, Francis Mahony, better 
known as *'Father Prent."’ His favorito 
trick was to takoa well known and pop- 
ular poem, translate it into another lan- 
guage, boldly asscrs that iu its now 
form it possessed great autiqnity and 
charge tho anthor witi b-ving stolen it. 
This trick he played ou moro than ono 
noted author during the cnrly days of 
tho present century, and cach was sorely 
puzzled to oxplain the identity of the 
poem which he knew to be his own with 
that iu a foreign laugoage 

Prout translated Moore's **Go Where 
Glory Waits Theo" into excellent 
French verse, attributed it to Akuo. La 
Comtesse de Chateanbriand and charged 
Moore with having stolen it bodily. Tho 
song, "Lesbia Hath a Beaming Eye," 
he rendered into choice Latin aud 
claimed it ns a youthful production vf 
his own, which he had ance sbowu to 
Moore. Another of Pront's achievcntents 
was the translation of Wolfe's **Barial 
of Bir Jabn Moore” Into french, clain- 
ing, at the samo time, that the lines 
were written by Colonel de Dcanmnuois, 
who was killed at Pondicherry in 1749.

A VILLAGE WHICH PRESENTED NO 
“THRILLING PROSPECTS." 


The Country Thereabont Offered Few Fea- 
tures, and Thero Was Nothing Worthy 
of Ealegy—A Report That Failed Com- 
pletely as a Prophecy. 


The Chicago of nearly 75 years ago 
did not present an inviting appearance. 

The party of Keating and Lang left 
Fort Wayne in May to discover the 
source of the St. Peter's river. ‘The ap- 
proach to Chicago is thns described in 
the account published in 1825: 

‘We were near the southern extremity 
of the lake. The view toward tho north 
was boundless, the cyce meeting nothing 
but the vast expanse of water which 
spread like a sea, its surfaco at that 
time as calm and unruffled as though it 
were a sheet of ice. 

“Our path led ns over the keene cf the 
bloody massacre which occurred in 1812, 
when the garrison of Chicago was de- 
stroyed by the Pottawatomies. No traces 
are now to be seen of the massacre. 

“On the afternoon of Juno 5 we reach- 
ed Fort Dearborn (Chicago). Fort Dear- 
born is on the south bank, near the 
mouth of the Chicago river. The post nt 
Chicago was abandoned a few months 
after the party visited it. Its establish- 
ment had been found necessary to intimi- 
date the powerful tribes of Indians 
which still inhabit this part of the coun- 


“We were much disappointed nt the 
appearance of Chicago and its vicinity. 
We found in it nothing to justify the 
great enlogium lavished npon it by Mr. 
Schooleraft, a late traveler. 

“The best comment upon his descrip- 
tion of the climate and the soil is the 
fact that, with the most active vigilanco 
on the part of the officers, it was impoe- 
sible for the garrison, cousisting of 70 
to 90 men, to subsist on the grain raised 
in the country. 

“The appearance of the country near 
Chicago offers but few features. There 
is too much uniformity in the scenery. 
The extensive water prospect is a waste 
nucheckered by islands aud nnenlivened 
by sproadiug canvas 

“The village presents no thrilling 
prospects, a notwithstanding its antiq- 
nity it consists of bnt few huts, inhab- 
ited bya miserablo race of men, scarcely 
equal to the Indians, from whom they 
aro descended. Their log or bark honses 
are low, filthy and disting, display- 
ing not the least trace of comfort. 

“Chicago is perhaps one of the oldest 
settlements in tho Indinuconntry. Its 
name, derived from the Pottawatomie 
language, signifies either ‘skunk’ or 
‘wild onion." Mention is made of the 
place as having been visited in 1671 by 
Perot, who fonu *Chicgon' to be the 
residence of a powerful chief of the 
Minmia. 

"Asnplaco cf business it offers no 
inducement to tho eettler, for the whole 
annual amonnt «f trado ou tho Inko did 
not escpe: the cz7z065 cf five schooners, 
even when tho prirrison reecived its sup- 
plies from Mackinaw 

“Tt is uct impassible that at somo dis- 
taut day, when the bauls of tho Illinois 
shal’! have becu covecc:l with a dense 
popuiaton aud when the lov 7 prairies 
which extend be:ween that river and 
Fort Wayne shall havo xeqnired a popu- 
lation proportionate to the prodnce which 
they can yield, Chicago may become one 
of tho point: in direct communication 
between the northern Les ard tho Mis- 
sissippi, 

“The Indians were chiefly Pottawato- 
mies, but intermixed with O:towzs and 
Chippewas. Ax: manny charges 
ng nct these Ind zus there is none more 
horrible than tifo charge of cannibalism. 
This his beru denied, bnt it has been 
acknowledged by the Indians themelves, 
and it has been nuifonniy admitted 
by the ihterpretoess and traders who have 
long reded with thou. 

"It ii a common roperstiton with 
thom that he that tastes of the body of 
n brave man acquire: a pert of his valor, 
nud if he ci eat of his heirt, which by 
them i$ Considered as the seat of all 
tie shure of bravery which ar- 
n it is still greater.

EARLY LIFE OF PAUL JONES. 


He Came to America to Inherit an Estate 
In Virginia. 

There is no record of his having at- 
tended any school except that of tho 
parish of Kirkbean, but he developed a 
traly Scotch passion for reading and 
writing. He went to sea when 12 years 
old and made two voyages during his 
minority in a slavcr, bnt bating the 
traffic he left it and the ship too. At 20 
ho was in command of a fine brigantine. 
About this time occurred what he calls, 
ina letter to Robert Morris, ‘‘a great 
misfortune,'" adding, “Iam under nc 
concern whatever that this or any otber 
circumstance of my past life will sink 
me in your opinion." The trouble was 
a threatencd criminal prosecution for 
having bad acarpeuter flogged, which 
was tho usual mode of punishment in 
those days. Tho matter was investigat- 
ed, and Paul Jonea was fully acquitted. 

It is worthy of remark that tbe mag- 
istrate who inquired into that matter 
notes that Pau! Jones expressed great 
sorrow for having had the man flogged, 
although the charge of cruelty was fully 
disproved. Ho returned to Scotland once 
after this, and although affectionately 
received by his own family his friends 
and neighbors seem to have treated him 
coldly. Tho smart from this injustice 
turned the indifference ho felt for bis 
native land into hatred, and ever after 
he considered himself quito froo from 
any responsibility for having been borr 
and having spent the first 12 years ot 
his life in so inhospitable a country. 

In his twenty-seventh year a great 
and fortunate change occurred to bim. 
His brother William, wto had emigrat- 
ed to Virgiuia and died there, left him 
an estate. Thero is no doubt that Paul 
Jones was often afterward in want of 
ready money, but it must be remem- 
bered that everybody was in want of 
ready money in the eighteenth century. 
Certain it is, from his papers preserved 
at Washington, that he might be consid- 
ered at tho beginning of the war a man 
of independent fortune. 

Tho two years of his life in Virginia 
nre obscure, as might be expected from 
a man living the life of a provincial 
coantry geutlemau, which the recorg 
concerning him prove. At the outbefak 
of war with the mother country Pan] 
Jones hastcved to Philadelphia, and 
through Mr. Joseph Hewes, a member 
of congress from North Carolina, got 
his commission as senior first lieutenant 
in tbe infant navy of the colonies. Tt 
was then ho made the acquaintance of 
Robert Morris, to whom bo felt a pas- 
sionate gratitnde and affection, and 
whom he named as sole executor in his 
will, Mr. Howus being then dead.— 
Miss Molly Elliot Seawell in Century.

Light and color in rooms are importrnt. 
The walls are best finished=in n single 
lint. Windows) should open directly 
npon the outer’ air, and light is better 
whemthey are close together, not sep- 
arated by mu.b wall space; not distrib- 
uted. Light should be abundant, but 
notdazzling. It should never come 
from in front, nor should sunlight fall 
upon work or on the printed page. 
Never read or sew in the twilight, after 
an exhausting feyer, or before breakfast. 
Look up frequently when at work and 
fix'the eyes upon some distant object. 
Break up the stretch of wall by pictures 
that have a good prospective; — These 
rest the @ye as does lookiugout ofa win- 
dow, ^ 
When st work on minute objects, rise 
occasionally, take deep inspirations with 
the mouth closed, stretch the body erect, 
throw the arms backward and forward, 
and step to an open window or out into 
the open airfora monent. Two desks 
of different height are valnable for a 
student or & writer, one to stand by and 
the other to sit by Plenty of open sir 
exercise is essential to good eyesight. 
The general tone of the nervous eys- 
tem bas much to do with eyesight. Pro- 
longed or excessiye study frequently bas 
pain or poor vision as a symptom. The 
use of tobacco may bring sbout defective 
vision, and alcfhol sometimes destroys it 
utterly,owing to the nerve inflammation 
that it sets up. City life, with shut-in 
streets and narrow outlook, favors the 
production of errors in vision. When 
looking at distant objects the normal 
eyeisatrest. To sce nearby *muscular 
effort is required. This effort, when con- 
stant, changes the shape of the eyeball. 
After the 18th or 20th year, parta of the 
eye that earlier showed signs of bulging 
or becoming nearsighted may acquire 
new strength, and those who escape 
myopia up to this time are usually free 
from it after that, The children of near 
sighted parents are in special danger. 
They require constant care. It is best 
to bave all children's eyes examined for 
defects when they are ten years old. 
Near sight or color blindness are har- 
tiers to thearmy and nayy, to certain 
fine and mechanic arts,.and to many in- 
dustrial pursuits. Their early recogni- 
tion gaves time and money, and often 
prevents the discouragement of .defest. 
Ounces of prevention are better than 
tonsofcure. Thereare but few torms of 
partial or total blindness that ware not 
at one time the reverse of hopeless. In 
view of this fact the duty of parents and 
guardians is clearly manifest. Ignorance 
must be replaced by knowledge, careless- 
ness by enlightened forethought.  Pre- 
cautions in the way of type light, color 
and rest and exercise, together with oc- 
casional calls upon the oculist, will prob- 
ably secure fair eyesight for life.

Death of Senator Hayes’ Mother. 


Mrs. Julian A, Hayes, mother of State 
Senatcr Thos G. Hayes, died Sunday at 
her home, No. 925 North Stricker street 
Balto., aged S2 vears, one month. She 
was born on May 3, 1813, at Font Hill, 
Northumberland Co.,Va. She was rear- 
ed by her uncle, Commodore Thomas 
Catesby Jones, at his residence, Pros- 
pect Hill, near Washington, D. C., where 
she married Rev. Thomas C. Hayes, a 
member of the Baltimore Conference M. 
E. Church, She bad lived a life of won- 
derful activity. She was, during the war 
in the Sonth, at Richmond, Va., and 
devoted her wholatime to nursing the 
Confederates in the hospitals at that 
place, while her sons were in the army. 
She was a devoted Sonthern Methodist, 
aud had her membership at Trinity M. 
E. Church South, Madison -ayenue and 
Preston street. She was the leading 
spirit in organizing the Women's South- 
ern Missionary Society, of which she 
was the first president, and remained so 
until sickness forced her to give up the 
work she loved so well. When the la- 
dies of the Southern Church were forced 
to accept her resignation, they made her 
honorary president for life. As presi- 
dent ef the Women's Missionary. Society 
and its delegate, she went to London, 
in 1888, and was present at the session 
of tbe missionary delegates from all 
parts of tbe world. Her last sickness 
was protracted, and was the breaking 
down of the whole system, having been 
ushered in by a partial paralysis some 
ten years ago.

But what very red 
blood ho bad, and how humanely his 
heart beat in every one of bis manifold 
adventures! He never, liko his ship- 
mates, became a swain, and how noble 
and manly was bis bearing in the pres- 


| ence of the lovely Nausicaa! 


There is something almost touching 
to me in seeing the same sentiment 
which stirs my own bosom recorded 
thousands of years ago. And, truth to 
tell the man whose pulso is subject to 
no irregularities and whose judgment 
registers no aberrations in the presence 
of a beautiful woman ie, in my opinion, 
“fit for treasons, stratagems and spoils. ’’

THE UNSEEN WORLD. 


Hades as It Is Pistured In the Books of 
the Apocrypha. 

The book of Daniel, dating from the 
Maccabean ago, is» perhaps the earliest 
work in which any clear moral differen- 
tiation as regards tho unseen world is 
manifest. ‘‘Many of thom that sleep in 
the dust of the carth shall nwnke, some 
to everlasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt And they 
that be wise shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament, and they that 
turn many to righteonsness as the stars 
forever and ever." To find a moro de- 
tailed nccomut of hades we must tum to 
the books of the Apocrypha, written in 


Greek, and pervaded by ideas not pre- | 


cisely Hellen:c, but Hellenistic. 
In particular the book of Enoch, 
which deals largely in eschatology and 


the secrets of the universe, speaks in | 


some detail of the future of righteous 
and wicked: ''Allgoodness and joy and 
glory are prepared for them and aro 
written down for the spirits of those 
who have died in rigbteousness, and 
manifold good will be given to you in 
recompense for your labors, and your 
lot is abundantly beyond the lot of the 
living." And in contrast: ''Know ye 
that their souls (the sinners) will be 


| made to descend into sheol, and they | 


will becon;o wretched, and great will 


be their tribulation, and into darkness 


and a net sud a burning fire, where 
there is grievous condemnation, will 
your spirits enter, and there will be 
grievous condemnation for the genera- 
tions of the world. '' 

In the fourth book of Esdras it is 
said of the enemies of God that ''they 
shall decay in confusion, and be con- 
sumed with shame, and wither in fear, 
when they see the glory of the Most 
High, in whose sight they sin while 
they arealive," Much influence on later 
Jewish thought was exercised by a well 
known passage of the later Isaiah: 
“They shall go forth, and look upon the 
careases of the men that have trans- 
pressed against me, for their worm 
shall not die, neither shall their fire be 
quenched, and they shall be an abhor- 
ring unto all flesl;'" These words in 
their primary meaning refer to the ma- 
terial bodies of the dead, bnt iu the Hel- 
lenistic age they were used of the future 
world of spirits. And the pictnre of 
which the ontline was thus sketched 
was by degrees filled in from non-Bibli- 
cal sources. But this filling in went on 
but slowly and was not far advanced 
at the beginning of the Christian cra.—

THE FOUNDRY. - 
Its Early History and Its Present 


Decayed Condition—Samson 
Hat and His Life. 


R.C. J.writing from Perkinsville, Ind., 
to the Peninsula Methodist says: 

“What a delightfal place is the Panin- 
sula, that Peninsula of Peninsulas, the 
"Eastern Shore’! Over and over again 
have I wandered in reverie, on the 
shores of the Chesapeake; watching the 
ships as they sailed away, and listening 
to the sighing of the pine trees as they 
*Moaned the ead requiem of the sea and 
now though far away, I still love that 
beautiful sunny land. 

"My first yearin the Wilmington con- 
ference was spent at what is now Fruit- 
land, Md., at which time I became famil- 
iar with the country lying between Sal- 
isbury and Snow Hill, a country in 
which pines and sand abounded and a 
noble and frugal people dwelt. 

“T remember yisiting, in the sammer 
of 1872, ‘The Farnace,' where in the ante 
beliam days prosperity and romance 
abounded. A recent letter from a friend 
has bronght up the whole history and 
scenes before me, and as some of the 
facis are of intense local interest, and 
may be read with relish, by some, who 
like myself, may be far from these scenes 
of other days,I send them for publication 
in the Peninsula Methodist. My corre- 
spendent says: 
~ ""Friday afternoon we had the pleas- 
ure of visiting ‘The Furnace, Perhaps 
yon are familiar with the country and its 
history. George Alfred Townsend makes 
use of this locality in the scenes and in- 
cidents of "The Entailed Hat.” 

"'The Nassawongo Creek is fall of 
rich deposits of iron ore, which a num- 
ber of years ago was worked in this fur- 
nace the stack of which is sull sfinding 
some twenty five feet high and cight or 
ten feet broad at the base, built of stone 
five feet, and then cf brick.

A MARITIME FREAK. 


(ARROW ESCAPES FROM WATER- 
SPOUTS IN MEXICO. 


A Traveler Helates Two Experiences He 
Had With These Twisting Terrors—A 
Congregation of Them, Each of Which 
Waa Nearly 1,000 Fect In Height. 


The narrowest escape I ever: had was 
from a congregation of waterspouts I 
was making a trip to some of the small 
islands in the gulf of Mexico, about 50 
miles from Caja, a spot famons for its 
watersponts, ard in the summer months 
there were few days that one or moro 
were not scen. Generally a long, atten- 
nated black cloud would appear, from 
which wonkl drop a [pendulous clon. 
Lower it would descend, resembling the 
lower portio: of a balloon, and, when 
about half way to the water a-corre- 
sponding fignre world be seen rising to 
mectit. Finally the two would join, 
and the column, from 400 to 1,000 fect 
high, more or less, would move away 
before the wind, bending before it like 
a gigantic bow—a' thing of terror, a 
frightful object of the se: 

Ibad been visiting an island about 
ten miles from onr camp and was in a 
heavy sailboat—too heavy to manipu- 
late by oars readily. When half way 
home, on the edge of the channel, the 
wind died completely away, und I no- 
ticed all abont us à nnmber of strange 
black clouds. 

Watching them closely and comment- 
ing upon them tu my man, I suddenly 
saw the ominous dropping of a pointed 
index finger nota sixteenth of a mile 
away. As I mentioned it my companion 
pointed behind me to another, and in 
less than five miuntes five of these dread 
objects dropped from tho clouds about 
us. 

Thero was not a breath of nir, nnd 
there wns an ominous silence. Even the 
ever preseut gulls seetned to have de- 
sorted the place. We got out the oars 
and endeavored to pull, but the boat 
was too heavy, and wo were compelled

The spouts began to riove as soon as 
they were complete, anil very soon as- 
sumed the bend or bow Shupe that char- 
acterizes them, ind went sailing away. 
These giants were so tall that I could 
not venture to estimate their height. 
My c^npiyicn raid a mile high, and 
they c^-tz y looked it; but they were 
under 1,799 fect. = 

My nuut t+ approach to à waterspout 
occurred L.cer, and dissipated some of 
the theories Lad concerning them. One 
was that a spout was broken when 
touched cr interfered with in any way, 
yet I saw this water giant crors an is- 
land. 

I was lying in the sands near our 
camp ono day when a lafty spout came 
into view from the south} It wes heed- 
ing directly for ns, but we felt perfectly 
safe, as thero was a largo reef aml long 
canal key between us. On camo tho col- 
umn, passing tho reef in safety, a grand 
spectacle, zud every one in tho island 
wasscen watching it asit mcved rap- 
idly up the lagoon, its upper portions 
apparently Lit in tho clonds. If it had 
continued it would have passed between 
tho two islands, aud so reached the open 
sea, but für somo reason its course wns 
changed, and in à few moments it struck 
the island at 5:3 angle. We fully expect- 
ed to seo tho whole mass drop, but it 
kept plowing np the sand, and soon 
Struck n good sized schooner that had 
been hauled on the beach, whirling it 
about end for end like a feather. Then, 
to our consternation, the spout headed 
for our island, and with a great bow or 
curve rushed on. : 

The distance from island to island 
was a good rifleshot, and there was not 
much time to debate, as the spout was 
now half way across. Seeing that it was 
veering off and would probably not 
reach us, I ran out on to a sea wall and 
watched it It gradually drifted to the 
south, and in a few moments struck our 
shoal with a roar like tha£ of a locomo- 
tive. i

SALISBURY THE BEST TOWN, 


Mr. Williams of tbe Baltimore Sun, 
writing to hie paper a descriptive article 
ofthe peninsula, tresting especially of 
the physical and social conditions of the 
territory from Centreville to Salisbury, 
Says: 

“Wicomico, which isone of tbe poor- 
est counties on the shore, has the finest 
town. Salisbury is about as large as Eas- 
tón—some 3,500 people—but it is a much 
handsomer .town, better kept and has 
the sppearance of greater wealth and 
more business. It has onè of the largest 
hardware stores in Maryland and zever- 
al dry good stores as large as a first class 
one in a big city, besides wholesale gro- 
ceiies which epjoy a trade over an ex- 
tended territory. The principal indus- 
try is the Jackson lumber mills which 
give employment to some 500 people. 

One of them has a contract with the 
Standard Oil company to supply six mil- 
lion boxes a year. The town bas elec- 
tric lights; water works and a telephone 
exchange. The rental for telephones is 
$1 a month for residences and $1.50 for 
business houses. The government has 
deepened the Wicomico river all the 
way to Salisbury, and one of the Balti- 
more, Chesapeake and Atlantic lines 
plies between Salisbury and Baltimore. 

“The peninsula has been more or less 
isolated from the earliest times, The 
descendents of the original settlers who 
were exclusively English, still own the 
larid, and nowhere, not even in England 
itself, 2s there a country where there is 
gp little: mixiare of blood by intermar- 
riages with different nationalities. It 
may not be for this reason, but for some 
reason the Eastern Shoremen are about 
as excellent a people as any in the 
world.” * 

If Mr. Williams meant, when he said 
that “Wicomico is one of the poorest 


counties" that nature was not so liberal 

in bestowing a rich soil here as she was 
in Some of the other counties, his state- 
ment cannot be successfully combatted. 
But if he thinks that our lands are un- 
Temupersive he isim error. Our land 
workers are fast learning to make the 
most of their advantages and opportuni- 
ties, and, indeed, there is not much ques- 
tion that even now our lands pay a 
handsomer percentage on their market 
yalue than do the lands of any of the 
rich sviled counties. 

In a few more years, with no great in- 
tervening misfortune, the same thrift 
and enterprise which have made our 
town a marvel of success may be confi- 
dently looked for among our rural pop- 
ulation,

“In my judgment, it 
should be the policy of Congress when- 
eyer one corporation combines w^. an- 
other to extort higher prices !rcm the 
people,to take away every particle of 
protective tariff and let the world come 
in competition. This is what I have al- 
wayssaid and this is how the sugar 
trust should have been treated. 1 be- 
lieve that the great mass of the demo- 
cratic people are in hearty sympathy 
with the president and will sustain him." 

Cabinet Changes. 


President Cleveland has appointed At- 
torney-Generz] Olney to the portfolio 
of the State Department, left vacant by 
the death of Secretary Gresham. Mr. 
Only's undoubted qualifications for the 
office make for him avery acceptable 
head ofsuch an important department. 

Ths appointment of Judge Judson 
Harmon, of Cincinnati,as Attorney-Gen- 
eral came in the nature of a surprise. 
His name bad not been canysssed as 
among the probabilities. The President 
had several men under considerstion 
and the portfolio of justice might have 
been had by Mr. Jas. C. Carter, of New 
York, who was counsel for the govern- 
ment in the Bering sea arbitration and 
the incomne-tax cases, and by Mr. Fred- 
eric R. Coudert, of New York, had he 
been disposed to accept it.

‘It appears that in seventy-five cities 
east of the Rocky Mountains more tban 
227 important manofacturing concerns 
started up during April, by reason of 
which 53,000 wage earners heretofore 
idle have secured work. Bat what is 
of still more importance is the fact that 
wages of 178,000 industrial employees 
have been advanced within the same 
period an ayerage of 10 per cent. This 
means a materia] increase in the pur- 
chasing power ofa great army of work- 
ing people, and affords a striking clew to 
the enlarged consumption of merchan- 
dise throughout the country.

THE WEALTH OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 

Writing of this country more tban a 
century ago, Talleyrand said thatit was 
“impossible to move a step without feel- 
ing convinced that the irresistible- pro- 
gressive march of nature requires an im- 
mense population to cultivate some day 
this large extent of ground lying idle 
now, indeed, but which only wants the 
hand of man to produce everything in 
abundance.” The fugitive from the 
French Republic saw : clearly that the 
new American republic was to be one 
of the great and fruitful countries of the 
world. Probabiy be foresaw that it was 
to be the richest country in the world. 
He evidently feared to give utterance to 
all that his imagination pictured, for he 
added, “I leave to others the satisfaction 
of foretelling the prospscts of those coun- 
tries.” 

Clear as Talleyrand's vision was, and 
whatever bis imagination may have 
pictured, he could not have begun to 
realize the truth as it is now presented 
by the British statistician Mulball in the 
cnrrent number of the North American 
reveiw. Mr. Mulhall begins by saying 
that “if we take a survey of mankind “in 
ancient or modern times as regards the 
physical. mechanical and intelectual 
forces of nations,we find nothing to coms 
pare with the Uaited States in this pres- 
ent year of 1895." Itis flattering to our 
pride that this foreign economist should 
tell us the ners of our successful strug- 
gle. The demands of nature in what 
Talley and calls her “irresistible pro- 
gressiye march” have been more than 
met. The great population is here; but 
more tban that, the genius of the race 
that inhabits the country has vastly 
multiplied the productive powers of the 
individual. Since 1840 the working 
power of the indiyidual in this country 
has been almost doubled through useful 
inventions. The working power mcas- 
ured in foot-tons is 1940 tons daily,wbile 
the working power of an individual in 
Great Britain is 1470 tons. The working 
power of a single person in this country 
is twice that of a German or a French- 
man, more than three times that of an 
Australian and fve times that of an Ital- 
ian. 

In 1890 we produced 350 bushels of 
grain and 1230 pounds of meat per hand 
employed, while each hand employed in 
similar tasks in the United Kingdom 
produced only 119. bushels of grain and 
1090 pounds of meat. In France this 
production amounted to only 98 bushels 
of grain and 350 pounds of meat, while 
Germany, Australia and Haly it was still 
less. As Mr. Mulhall puts it, “an ordi- 
nary farm hand in the United States 
raises as much grain as three in Eng- 
land, four in France, five in Germany 
or six in Australia, which shows what an 
enormous wast of labor occurs in Europe 
because farmers are not possessed of the 
same mechanical appliances as in the 
United States.” 

Speaking of our educatiunal statistics 
in the census of 1890, Mr. Mulball says: 
It msy- be fearlessly asserted that in the 
history of the human race no nation 
ever before possessed 41,000,000 instruct- 
ed citizens.” The annual school expen- 
diture in this country is $2 40 per inhab- 
itant. Great Britain comes ‘next, with 
an expenditure alittle more than half 
as much. France equals only 80 cents; 
Germany, 50 cents; Austria, 30 cents,and 
Italy 25 cents. 

This country is also the richest in the 
world. Its wealth exceeds that of Greet 
Britain by thirty five per cent. The 
gains and wages of both rural and urban 
working people haye also increased. 
From 1861 to 1570 the yearly accumula- 
tions of an urban worker amounted to 
$1820, andofa rural worker to $17.90. 
In the period from 18S1 to 1890 these 
annual accumulations amounted to $73.30 
aud $47.30 respectively. In 1860 the av- 
erage yearly wage of an Anerican oper- 
atire amounted to $239. In IS90 it 
amounted to $485. 

An interesting fact is that agricultural 
wealth has greatly increased in -this 
country. “In fact," says Mr. Mulball, “if 
the United States had no urban popula- 
tion or industries whateyer, the advan- 
tage of agricultural interests would be 
enough to claim the admiration of man- 
kind, for it bas no parallel in history.” 

The statistics which Mr. Mulhall has 
taken from our own census confound the 
prophets of evil, the socialists, the com- 
munists, the curreucy tinkers, and those 
who believe that the American man is 
so incompetent and America is sg poora 
conntry that competition with the rest 
of the world on even terms is impossible 

Our enormous wealth has saved us 
from what otherwise would have been 
the distsstrous consequence of our trifling 
with the laws of nature; bnt the result 


of wasting money in the purchase of sil- 
ver bullion shows us that there is a limit 
beyond which eyen the rich republic 
cannot eafely go in the effort to repeal 
the universal laws that govern trade and 
money by experimental human statutes.

Ata conference held at Easton, Md., 
March 21st, 1895, the following towns 
were represented for the purpose of 
forming a racing circuit for the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland, yiz: Federalsbarg, 
H. B. Messenger; Salisbury E. C. Fulton; 
Chestertown, J. H. Sides; Easton, R. H, 
Patchett. The Cambridge representa- 
tive, W.G. Lecompte, waa not present, 

It was agreed that a board of directors 
be elected, consisting of one represent- 
alive from each club in the circuit. E. 
C. Fulton of Salisbury was made presi- 
dent of the board of directors, to whom 
will be referred all deci-ions regarding 
race meets. J. HI. Sides of Chestertown 
was made Treasurer. 

The organization was made an East- 
ern Shore league and’ was named the 
“Eastern Shore Wheelinen's Racing Cir- 
cuit."

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THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


City Council's Latest Purchase of 
Equipment for Fighting Fire. 


Largest Tax Payers Bellere that a Suitable 
Structure Should Be Erected for 
Housing the Firemen and the 
Fire Apparatus. 


The very latest inyestment of Salis- 
bury was the purchase last week of a 
hook and ladder truck. 

Mr. S. S. Smyth and Mr, F. A. Grier, 
representing respectively the City Coun- 
cil and the Salisbury Fire Department, 
went to Wilmington last Friday clothed 
with authority to purchase a hook and 
ladder truck which that city bad discard- 
ed to giye place to a Hayes Aerial Truck. 
The truck is supplied with 118 feet of 
improved ladders, fireand battle axes, 
fire and wall-hooks, lanterns and crow 


bars. 
It cost Wilmington some years ago 


$1600; our delegation purchased it last 
week for $250. Itisinthorough condi- 
tion and was procured for the nomimal 
price named only because the Wilming- 
ton department bad no further use for 
it. 

Messrs. Smyth and Grier directed that 
the name be painted out and a new one 
be put in its place. This done the 
equipment will be shipped to Salisbury 
and received by the city. 

A NEW ENGINE HOUSE, 

The question of a suitable building 
for our firemen and the fire department 
now confronts the council. 

The little frame shed on Water street 
where the engine and hose are now kept 
is a con tant menace itself to the valua- 
ble property it is alleged to shelter and 
protect. Of highly inflammable material, 
the least chance spark frem the pipe of 
any passerby or nearby chimney is lia- 
ble to ignite and burn it to the ground 
any day. It leaks, it istoo small, it has 
no accommodation for the firemen; it is 
absolutely unfit and should give place, 
a: early as possible to a modern fire 
proof building designed especially for 
the protection of the fire department and 
the comfort of the firemen. 

Representing this sentiment is a “Citi- 
zens’ Committee” composed of Messrs. W, 
B. Miller, A. A. Gillis, N. H. Rider, E, 8, 
Toadvin, L.W. Gunby and Jas. T. Truitt, 
themselves large tax-payers and liberal- 
minded, public spirited citizens, who 
bave in hand the question of new quar- 
ters for the department. They have 
been before the council, They occu- 
py the high,logical position that the 
city, having spent considerable money 
for a first class fire-fighting equipment, 
and having the services of & capable, 
enthusiastic and responsible corps of vol- 
unteer firemen, who heroically risk 
health aod even life for the common 
weal, can do nothing less than to supply 
adequate protection for its equipment 
and men. 

The conimittee is at work selecting a 
site fora fire proof building. Mr. Jack- 
son's lot on Dock street, Mr. Wailes’ lot 
and Mr. Ulman’s lot on Diyision street, 
Mr. Tracy's lot on W. Church street, 
and Mr. Fook's on East Camden street, 
lave been examined and the merits of 
each discussed. No selection has as 

yet been made, however. | 

To raise the money to build a proper 
structure city bonds would have to be 
floated for which authority from the 
Legislature wouldhave to be procured.

As Mr. Ward 
assured the State's Attorney that the 
woman was not vicious, hia request was 
granted, and he took her home. He and 
friends kept an eye on her. Early Sun- 
day morning as Mr. Ward was weary 
with watching, he fell asleep, when his 
insane wife secured a hatchet while he 
slept and inflicted 27 wounds on his 
head,and then jumped out of the win-,; 
dow and fled to the woods. A man and 
a boy up-stairs heard groans and going 
to the lower floor of the house found Mr. 
Ward unconscious horribly butchered. 
Dr. Gunby was sent for and went to 
work on the unfortunate man, but said 
at the time there was scarcely any hopes 
ofhis recovery. His skull was fractured 
in seyeral places. The latest accounts 
obtained say that Ward was still alive. 

Mrs. Ward was found in the woods 
about 10 o'clock Sunday morning and 
taken to Crisfield and delivered to Sher- 
iff Sterling. She was breught here yes- 
terday morning and lodged in jail and in 
the afternoon the Sheriff started with 
her for Frederick to place her in the 
asylum.

Death of Mr. John D. Johnson, 


The remains of tbe late John D. John- 
son were brought to Salisbury Thursday 
afternoon from his brother's home in 
Nutter's distriet where he died, and, af- 
ter funeral services in the Presbyterian 
church, they were interred in thechurch 
yard with Masonic honors. 

The pall-bearers were Messrs. Simon

One week ago Mr. Johnson was strick- 
en with an attack of paralysis while 
breakfasting at the Hotel Orient. He 
was at once removed to the residence of 
his brother Mr. George Johnson where 
he grew rapidly worse till early Wednes- 
day morning when he died. 

Mr. Johnson was born fifty nine years 
ago in the same house in which he died. 
His father was the late Parnell Johnson. 
Mr. Johnson came to Salisbury when a 
young man and entered tke mercantile 
business, which he prosecuted several 
years. In November 1869 he was elect- 
sheriff of Wicomico county serving 
throngh 1870 71.He was the second sher- 
iff elected afier the formation uf the 
county. In 1884 Mr. Johnson was ap- 
pointed a deputy warden in tbe Mary- 
land Penitentiary and filled the position 
four to five years. After the death of 
his wife, Mr. Johnson moved back to 
Salisbury and for the past year bas man- 
aged the wholesale liquor business of 
the firm of A. F. Parsons & Co. 

Mr. Johnson leaves two children,Alice 
and Roy. Two brothers anda sister 
survive him, viz. Joshua. George and 
Miss Mary Johnson.

At night the Sunday-school reudered 
a delightful and instructive programme 
prepared by Rev. C, H. Payne, D. D, 
Secretary of the Board of Education, of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, entit- 
led "The Golden Gate", to-a very large 
congregation.

“Golden Gate" over the arch, The pil 
lars of the gate were decorated with 
wreaths aud six golden keys, and the 
platform was tastily decorated with cat 
flowers.

But aro we not con- 
soled for the abstinence of these great 
men by the devotion of others of emi- 
pence? Thackeray once declared that lie 
did not despair to sce a ‘bishop lolling 
out of the Atheucum with a cheroot in 
his month, or, ut any rate, a pipe stuck 
in his shovel hat.’ But if we have not a 
smoking bishop, we haye a smoking poct 
laureate (alluding to the late Lord Ten- 
uyson), familiar with tobaccos, Latakia, 
Counecticut leaf, Perique, Lone Jack, 
Michigan, Killicinick, Highlander ‘or 
avy of the English brands.’ 

"How did he take tho gentle weed? 
At his feet was a box of white clay pipes. 
Filling one of these, ho smoked until it 
was empty, broke itin twain and threw 
the fragments into a box prepared for 
their recepticn. Then he took another 
pipe from its straw or wooden inclo- 
sure, filled it and destroyed it, as before. 
For years Professor Huxley, like Charles 
Lamb, toiled after tobacco ‘as some men 
after virtne.’ At a certain debate on 
smoking he told the story of his carly 
struggles in a way which utterly put the 
antitobacconists to confusion.

Again I tried to smoke nud again met 
with defeat. I hated tobacco. Icould al- 
most huve lent my support to any insti- 
tution that had for its object the putting 
of tobaccosmokers to death. [ Vociferons 
cheering. ]

“Say,” remarked the wit of the com-

In the langh that followed all the 
company joined, except Jones. He stood 
stiff as a ramrod, with a countenance 
like that of Mephistopheles, until the 
laugh had subsided, and then he re- 
marked :

“Jef Davis," he replied, with all the 
witherinz contempt he conld crowd into 
the words From this speech it may be 
imagined that while Mr. Jones hated 
the Union he did not adore the Confed- 
eracy. The boys in camp suggested that 
he wore the gray n:erely because he had 
more men to shoot at than if he wore 
the blue.

THE MODERN SAFE. 


AN UP TO DATE FIREPROOF AND 
BURGLAT PROOF DEPOSITORY. 


Skilifü! Workmanship Displayed In Its 
Manufacture—Locks With Simple Meeh- 
anism That Are Extremely Hard fo Open 
if You Don't Know How. 


The latest burglar proof safes and 
vaults are magnificent specimens of 
skillful workmanship. Although the 
doors often weigh tons, they swing as 
easily on their hinges as a window shut- 
ter. After the first great door is thrown 
back and displays ita glittering array of 
bright locks, its glass incased clocks 
and its smooth steel bolts thero is an- 
other door almost as strong, with bolts 
and locks of its own. When this is open 
it reveals three other door& The upper 
two are of thin steel and havo no locks. 
Only papers and books are to be kept in 
the little pockets or pigeonholes which 
they inclosc. 

Under them and shutting in the cash 
drawer there is the third door with its 
owu lock and bots. In this safe tha 
size of the cash repository bears abou* 
the same relation to the size of the 
whole safe as a pumpkin seed does to 
the pumpkin. And it is not only burglar 
proof. but fireproof—warranted, in fact, 
to stand for at least 75 hours the great- 
est amount of heat that any burning 
building could give it. 

The making of a safe of this kind is 
a complicated and expensive operation. 
All the &teel used comes in the form of * 
plates from the works. After having 
the necessary scrow holes bored in them 
they are heated to a high temperature 
and then tempered by suddenly immers- 

them in water. When they come ont 
théy are often a little twisted and 
warped, and have to be rolled cold ana 
sometimes polished clean by a swiftly 
moving emery wheel. The noise of this 
operation is ear splitting and so rasping 
that a man with ordinary nerves cap 
hardly endure it. When the plate is per- 
fectly level it is transferred to another 
machine, where it is clamped tight, and 
an emery wheel shaves off the edges. 

The plates are now put together, first 
one of hard steel, then one of wrought 
iron or soft steel, and so on until the 
necessary thickness is obtained. From 
the iron the safe receives its tenacious 
qualities—it cannot be cracked or bro- 
ken as easily as steel, and the steel im- 
parts a hardness that defies the burglar's 
drill- The screws are also made of com- 
bined steel and iron. | Each of them is 
only long enough to reach through two 
plates, and tho screws -which join the 
third, fourth and fifth plates to the firs. 
are never directly under any other 
screws, 80 that there is no chance for a. 
burglar to bore down through n row of € 
screws. The plates are also drawn very 
close together, for if any space was lcft 
between them a safe blower might suc- 
ceed in getting his dynamite into it. 

Between the interior and exterior 
walls of the safe a large amount of hy- 
draulic cement, comb‘ned vith other, in- 
gredients, usually according to .n secret 
recipe, is packed solidly. In case of fire 
the theory is that the water in the ce- 
ment—abont 43 per cent—will, owing 
to the heat of the outside covering, be- 
come steam, partially, at least, aud be 
driven close to the inner wall. Here it 
will remain and furnish a blanket im- 
pervions to heat. All the bolts are cylin- 
drical and from an inch up to two inches 
in diameter. 

Combination locks are now used ex- 
clusively. The mechanism of most of 
them is extremely simple. In one lock 
there are a number of round brass disks 
or ‘‘tumblers,’’ each pivoted at the cen- 
ter on a small shaft which runs through 
the safe door and connects with the lock 
knob. Each tumbler has a slit in it just 
the size of the steel arm which controls 
the bolts and ‘reaching nearly back to 
the center. When all these slits are to- 
gether and pointing in exactly the same 
à on the arm slips into them aná 
the bolts can be thrown. Bnt if tho slit 
in a single óne of the tumblers is even 
a thousandth of an inch out of line the 
arm will not slip back. The disks are 
set a short distance apart and small 
screws with big heads are fastened at 
random over them. As these strike to- 
getherin turning the tumblers whirl, 
and a man might turn the lock knob a 
thousand years without once getting the 
slits in all the tumblers together. But 
the man who knows just how far to 
turn one way, and then how far back 
again to the combination num- 
bers has no trouble at all 

The combination and numbers are eas- 
ily changed by changing the screws in 

the disk Many of the the best safes and 
veils are now being provided with 
time locks. Two and sometimes three 
elocks are inclosed in glass cases just in- 
side of the safe door. When the door is 
locked, no one can open it again until 
the clock hands have traveled the set 
distance around the dial and touched a 
little trigger which releases the bolts. 
More than one clock is used, so that if 
one runs down the others will goon and 
perform their duty. In the big banks 
the vaults are closed about 5 o'clock in 
the evening and set to open a little be- 
fore 9 o'clock in the morning. Itisa

Silver men in Washington acknowl- 
edge that the free-silver movement, so 
far as the next presidential campaign is 
concerned, isa dead issue, and it wiil 
be surprising, according to the poli- 
ticians yet in Washington, if it cuts any 
figure at all.

A GALLOWS FOR PRICE. 


Price Hopeful That His Sentence Will Be 
Commuted By Governor Brown. 


The Talbot county commissioners have 
loaned a gallows to the-authorities of 
Caroline on which Price, Miss 'smur- 
derer will be hanged July 5th This gal- 
lows was made im 1870 forthe execution 
of Fred Lawerénce, convicted of the 
murder of his wife. Onthescaffold the 
hangman cuts a rope with a hatchet as 
he passes down the steps his back to 
the prisoner, who stands on a platform 
with the rope around neck. When the 
ropeiscutthe whole platform falls to 
the ground. Besides Fred Lawerence, 
the negro Wheeler, who killed Mrs. 
Whitman, and Ernest Smith, who as- 
saulted Mrs. Bartlett, in Talbot county, 
were hanged on this gallows, and some 
years ago the Dorchester county author- 
ities hired it for the execution of Me- 
Cotler for the murder ofInsley. It has 
always worked satisfactorily. 

Price continues in good spirits and 
does not seem torealize that his end is 
near. He believes that Governor Brown 
will commute his sentence. Since he 
has been in the jail he has not expresa- 
ed any desire to converse witli a clergy- 
men. He has frequently talked with 
ministers who have visited the Jail to 
see other prisoners, but he has neyer 
asked to see any particular clerg man. 

When he had learned that the Caro- 
line county authorities had borrowed a 
gallows from Talbot county, for bis exe- 
cution, hedid not express any fear of 
death. He said to Warden Constantine. 

“They can put up the gallows, bat | 
that will sot prevent a change in my | 
sentence.’

Collector Hampden P. Dashiell! of the 
Crisfield custom house died Saturday 
morning at 8,30 o'clock, He had reached 
hisoffüce a short time before an: was 
beginning work at his desk when he 
suddenly fell to the*floor, A physi- 
cian was summoned, and he said that 
the collector has expired instantly. 
Death was caveed by heart disease. 

Mr.Dashiell was one of the best known 

men on the Eastern Shore. His pater- 
nal ancestors, who were of Huguenot 
origin, settled in Somerset county in the 
Seventeenth century, and from them 
the numerous branches of the noted Da- 
shiell family in the United States haye 
descended. He was born in Somerset 
county and has lived al! his life in Prin- 
cess Anne, the connty seat. He was 
one of the most active aud energetic 
men in the community. For many 
years heconducted the largest mercan- 
tile busine.8 in the town, was a large 
land holder and owned considerable 
other property. 
@WMr. Dashiell was married three times: 
His first wife was a daughter of the late 
Henry Kennerly of Quantico, by whom 
he had one son, Cassius M. Dashiell of 
Baltimore. His second wife wes a 
daughter of theflate Caleb Kennerly, by 
whom he had oneson, H. H. Dashiell. 
His third wife was a daughler of the 
late Col. Wm. T. G. Polk, his part- 
ner in business, by whom he had three 
sons. 

Mr. Dashiell was very courteous and 
amiable in manner and his friendly and 
obliging nature made him universally 
liked. He will be greatly missed in 
the community. 

Mr. Dashiell had long been prominent 
in democratic politics. He was person- 
ally known to many politicians in Bal- 
timore, and seldom failed to attend party 
gatherings at Barnum's and the Carroll- 
ton’Hotel. For two terms he was regist 
ter of Wills of Somerset, and last year 
was appointed Collector of the Port of 
Crisfield, one of the three customs offices 
in Maryland. More vessels clear from 
Crisfield than from any other port in the 
United States, but they are most identi- 
fied with the fishing interests of the 
Chesspeal@ bay and its tributaries, 
These offites were the only ones that 
Mr. Dashiell ever held. He was a close 
friend of Senator Gibson. The appoint- 
ment of the collector at Criefield created 
a flurry in Eastern Shore politics. Sena- 
torGibson supported Mr. Dashiell, and 
Congressman Brattan wished to bestow 
the office on Dr. Rufas W. Dashiell, also 
of Princess Anne. Senator Gibson secur- 
ed the appointment of his candidate 
after the death of Mr. Brattan. 

The funeral took place Monday after- 
noon from St. Andrews church, the five 
Bons acting a8 pall bearers. 

Senator Gibson has telegraphed to 
Mr. H. P. Dashieil, promising his in- |

We were 
driviug to the remotest corner of Sibe- 
ria, abont 900 versts in a straight line 
on the ice of the river, over a thick 
layer of snow, the rocky formation of 
the shores on both sides glowering down 
upon us dark and savago in their arctic 
splendor. There was. nothing worth 
lookiug at beyond this. The monotony 
of the trip served to bring the virtues 
of my companion into strong relief. 
Ho was an o!d man, tall, with a large, 
strong face, from which a nose of solid 
formation protrnded; hair cut short and 
n grhy, close cropped beard, but despite 
his rough exterior one of the best na- 
tured of men. He was a bachelor, liv- 
ing nl! by bimself, who bad grown gray 
in the service and nccepted lapowki 
(perquisites) from no matter whom or for 
what purpose, and had thus gained the 
esteem aud friendship of al] who came 
into contact with him.

Six years had lie passed in prison 
A hundred times bad ho scorned to fly, 
and here ro said it aloud before the sol- 
diers, cud conin hy really menn it It 
wasa jest. "Very well,” tbey suid, ‘fly. 
but sing first. ` 

“And the other repoatcod his speech: 
‘I tell yon frankly Lam not jestizg [Dll 
escape. It is this way. | will sing, but 
on condition that you lay me low with 
a bullet Do not nse tho batt of your 
guns, that 1 may not turn into a crip- 
ple!’ 

“Tho clder continued to langh ‘Very 
well," said he, ‘a bullet will servo ua 
better, It will reach you with tho liv- 
ing hand, not like the butt «xd! 

“While they were talkizy im this 
way they were not far from tho shaft 
It is a sort of open passage that peno- 
trates the earth where the gold is daz. 
The shaft was long and deep and extoud- 
ed to the base of the mountain. If yon 
uscend it, the Tajga extends behind.

Three centurics ago an oM Latin city 
slept on the border of a great blne gulf 
over which the scittericg erils floated 
liko lazy birds, nadiu whose clear depths 
were mirrored tha green nills crowned 
with half ruinci temples of gleaming 
marble.

ORIGIN OF THE BANJO. 


& Primitive Instrument In 1840, With Its 
Own Peculiar Airs. 

The banjo was in use long before the 
day of Joe Sweenoy. It was principally 
played by the negrees, mid was indeed a 
rode and simple instrument. The first 
one I ever saw was naile in this way: 
A large gourd covered with a raw sheep- 
skin served for the drum, and the strings 
were of horsehair, pullod from a white 
horse’s tail. It had only four strings. I 
am confident that Sweeney added the 
bass string. My father's carriage driver 
was a banjo player. He played two or 
three changeless tunes on one cord. I 
saw Joe Sweeney for the first time about 
1842, while I was at school at Puce 
Edward Court House. Ho and his brother 
Sam were together. Joe Jed on tho vio- 
lin and Sam played the banjo. Both had 
good voices, especially Sam, a rich, full 
baritone of great sweetness and power. 
Even at this distant day I can recall 
some of the tunes they sang—''Old Dan 
Tucker," **Do Johnnie Booker,” **Juli- 
anna Johnson,” Ob, Susanna," ''The 
Blue Tailed Fly,” “Jim Crack Corn,” 
and **I Don't Care. "' 

When I saw tho brothers again, tho 
character of the music was somewhat 
changed, and was much more sentimen- 
taland sympathetic. They rendered such 
pieces as ‘‘Dearest May,” “Rosa Lee," 
"Annie of the Vale,'' “Nellio Was a 
Lady” and ''Ellen Bayne,"' with won- 
derful effect. Those airs were moelodious 
and concordant, and oftén brought tears 
tothe eyes of theandience. Joe Sweeney 
was aboye the medium size, and of 
fino proportions Ho had light hair and 
a ruddy complexion. He had wonderful 
facial powers. He could change his ex- 
pression in a moment from grave to 
comic. : 

Sweeney as n negro delineator was in- 
imitable. Ho knew the negro well, and 
was perfectly natural, ond, like Polk 
Miller, never overdid his work. -One of 
his performances always excited ap- 
plause. His old Virginia breakdown, a 
jig tune,.he danced, and made his own 
music with his banjo hung around his 
neck with a string. Sweeney was entiro- 
ly uneducated, but ho was naturally 
bright, and he often made smart local 
hits that brought down the house. 
Sweeney gave notoriety to the banjo and 
brought it into popular favor. His habits 
were improvident, and he was the sub- 

of many temptations. He lived a 
life of unselfish generosity and died iu 
poverty. He spent his last days in tlie 
county of Appomattox... I-have heard 
this story about him. I do not vouch for 
its truth: 

Before he died, lis mind wandering, 
he said to his sister: ''Coamie here. The 
old banjo is out of tuno, the screws are 
slipping, and the bridge iš about to 
falL'' These were the last words of the 
old fellow, who had charmed two con- 
tinents with -his melody and song. His 
brother Sam was in the cavalry service 
during the war. He often played for 
General Stuart, and the brave troopers 
would dance to his merry music as he 


sang: 
"If you want a happy time, jine the 
cavalry.” 
I never heard of him after the war.— 
Richmond Dispatch.

life into every workshop in the land and 
heralding lire dawn of an era of “good 
times.” 

That this statement is based npon cer- 
hown by the reports of 
an improved 1 outlook from all 
parts of the country. In the last day or 
two the following instances of expanding 
growth may be cited : i 

There is satisfaction expressed through 
ont the great manufacturing district 
about Pittsburg, Pa., over the adoption 
ofa wage scalc of the employers and the 
employed in ihe iron and steel trade. A 
schedole lastingfor eleven months has 
just been signed guarantecing steady 
work unbroken by strikers or lockouts. 

The Aldbama Car Service Association 
reports that for last May seven thonsand 
more cars were handled than for May, 
1894. -In Jeferson county alone the coal 
poutput mined this year will exceed that 
of the whole of Alabama for 1894. The 
tame condition of the coal and iron trade 
is reported in a higher degree in Tennes- 
Fee. 

The Iilinois Steel Company has been 
ébliged to advance the price of steel 
tails from about seventeen dollars to 
twenty-five dollars a ton, and the de- 
mand is such that the company’s ontput 
for ninety days ahead is already bonght.

At 
High Point and Staterville, N, C., large 

additions to the mills have just been 

ordered and new mills of enormous ca- 
pacity, backed by ample capital, have 
been begun in Arkansas and Louisana. 

Two large manufacturing corporations 
in Lewiston, Me, announ:ea voluntary 
increase often per cent in wages. In- 
deed, so general has been similar action 
that it no longer attracts attention ex- 
cept in the cases of very large works. 

Another infallible barometrical indi- 
cation of commercial fair weather ahead 


is the steady increase in the earnings of 


the telegraph companies, showing that 
inpatient business men will not wait 
for the slow service of the mails. 

There can be no question proyided 
the promise of good crops be realized, 
that the United States is just beginning 
to feel the flowing tide of trade revival. 
Men who have held fast to their savings 
for more than two years are now seek- 
ing the best meth of investing them. 
There may not—and it is to be hoped 
there will not—be a speculative “boom” 
A solid, endurable dividend paying prop- 
erty is what is now sought for, and gam- 
bling enterprises ought to be and donbt- 
less will be let alone. :

"I have learned from observation that 
three things surely happen. toa man 
who works stcadily without relaxation. 
In tlie first place, he becomes nervous, 
irritable and hard to get along with. In 
the second place, the grade of his work 
falls off, and he is liable to err in his 
judgment. Inthe third place he dies 
suddenly. It isan incontyovertible law 
of nature.” 


The Athletic Side of Woman’s Bicycling. 


In the first place, it ought to be a law 
for every womanthatshe should never 
ride a bicycle after a distinct feeling of 
weariness comes over her. For those 
who are beginning, especially, and ina 
measure for all women, there is a dan- 
ger of riding out a certain distance, and 
only turning towards home when this 
feeling of weariness comes on. In such 
cases the strain on the nervous system 
all the way home is very great, and by 
the time the end of the:ourney is reach - 
ed—for it has become a journey by this 
time—the rider is exhausted to such an 
extent that a severe headache or some 
more serious indisposition is the result. 
There is no other reason-for this than 
the fact that she did not prescribe for 
herself a “certain distance ‘before start- 
ing out, which was not to be exceeded 
under any circumstances, No ordinary 
woman that rides for pleasure: once or | 
twice a week should do over about ten 
miles at a time. This is perhaps an | 
hour's ride, that may be easily extended 
to an hour and a quarter before that dis- 
tance is covered; and if she does not feel 
fresh and in a glow when she stops she 
may beceríain that she bas ridden too 
long. Naturally there is that healthy 
tired feeling which anyone recognizes 


after athletic exercises but it is qnite 
different from and never to be mistaken 
for the weariness that comes from tco 
much and straining of the 
nerves and muscles. - Very few women 
have eyer been injured on a bicycle who- 
kept to this rule and limited their riding 
to normal distances. 

The limit of distance, which is desiz- 
nated by the first feeling of weariness, is 
only a little more important than the 
limit of speed which the female frame is 
capable of nndergoing under healthy ex- 
ercising rules. Whether a man can ride 
at full speed for a long distance and still 
retain his good health is a doubtful 
question, but it docs not particularly 
concern us in the present discussion. It 
is quite certain, however that no woman 
can keep up a high rate of speed for 
even azenerous:portion of a mile and 
not create the beginning of injuries. The 
added strength required to increase your 
speed even a little after a certain amount 
of power has been expended is out of all 
proportion to tlie results. There is no 
relaxation of the muscle between reys 
olations of the pedals, nor any let up 
on the nervous and muscular strain 
while the speed lasts. The heart is far 
more faxed than one realizes at the mo- 
ment, and that species of tinging or 
numbness in the nerves and muscles 
which often results is only a sign that 
they have both been overtaxed. 

This danger of acquiring too much 
speed is natural enough. The bicycle 
runs £0 easily on smooth asphalt-or mac- 
adam that it is a strong temptation to 
“scorch”—indeed it is so strong a temp- 
tation that as soon as a girl has fairly 
learned to ride easily she has to put a 
deliberate cbeek on herself to avoid 
dropping into it, —Harper's Bazar.

As it is 
not half satisfying to have half of the 
honse whispering when one is in the 
midst of his loftiest flight in the third 
uct, the star's first actors’ matinee is 
osnally his lust. 

“There are three reasens for giving a 
professional matinee, ™ said an old man- 
auger. *''Pirst, for the self gratification 
of the acter, who wants his colleagnes 
to know what tine work he is doing; 
second, ont of courtesy to the profession, 
and third, to get a little advertising. 
The secoud is the most common. The 
manager of every prodnction which has 
n long run gets many reqnests from act- 
ors who suy they want very much to see 
it, bnt can't, becanse they're engaged. 

“The first thing a manager docs when 
he determines npon a professional mati- 
uce is toak the diflerent. managers of 
attractions playing in tovu how many 
pets ther can nse. Usnal!y every per- 
at in every company wants two or 
three seats. Thoir extra seats are gener- 
ally ocenpied by some stanch admirer 
of theirs who will believe that every 
riticikm they ntter npon the perform- 

sco is true. This person is called “the 
sympa ithetic car.” 

“Tic ket sellers com plain abont fin- 
people, who always insist upon 
euch and such a seat. But an actor, 
when the setts are given to him, will 
rome and rise a terrible hnllabaloo nn- 
less they are in a certain, exact spot in 
the honse. I've even known a manager 
tosetrd back a dozen seats becanse he 
eonldn't get them six instead of twelve 
rows back. There's a line of would be 
actors waiting outside yonr door all day 
long, who want anywhere from one to 
twenty seats anpiece, and you don't get 
a meoment's peace nutil the thing’s over.

Captain Trevitt W. Okey of Los An- 

geles, CaL, for many years staticned in 

Arizona and New Mexico with the reg- 

ular army, told about tbe myths and 

superstitions of the Zuni Indians to a 

group of friends ata Broadway hotel 

one evening. 

"In the Zuni mind,’’ said he, ‘‘the 
rainbow has ever been a deified animal, 
having the attributes of a human being 
and also the body and some of the func- 
tions of a measuring worm.  Obyiously 
the striped back and arched attitude of 
the measuring worm, its sudden appear- 
ance and disa: among the leaves 
of the plants which it inhabits, are the 
analogies upon which this DN 
tion is based. As the 
consumes the herbage of the Sidi d and 
canses them to dry up, so the rainbow, 
which appears only after the rain, is 
supposed by the simple minded Indian 
to cause a cessation of rain, and conse- 
quently to be the originator of droughts, 
under the influence of which plants 
wither away, as they do under the rav- 
ages of tho measuring worms. 

**It will be seen that the visible phe- 
nomenon called the rainbow gets by anal- 
ogy the personality of the measuring 
worm, while from the worm in tum tke 
rainbow gets its function asa god Of 
this tho ccssation of the rain on the ap- 
pearance of the rainbow is adduced cs 
proof. The fading of the flowers is at- 
tributed to the rainbow, which, consum- 
ing their imperceptible existences, thus 
derives his brilliant coloring, just as it 
is believed that the measuring worm 
gets his green, yéllow and red stripes 
from tbe leaves and flowers which it

The blossoms rarely have any pollen, and 
the fruit is usually, though not always, 


krown with certainty, but it was prob- 
ably in southern Asia. Thence it was 
brought to the region of the Mediterra- 
nean and eventually diffused over the 
world A lady who had traveled in 
Brazil told Mr. Saunders, chief gardener 
of the department of agriculture, about 
the orange, whicli she had seen in that 
country. Acting on this information, 
Mr. Saunders told a Star reporter that 
besent to Bahia and secured a dozen 
young budded trees. These reached the 
United States in 1870, being the first 
navel orange trees known here. 

From these trees others were propa- 
gated. Ono of the first batch thus ob- 
tained is now in the orange house of the 
department of agriculture. In 1873 two 
of the trees were sent to Mrs. L. C. Tib- 
betsof Riverside, CaL At the same time 
Others were sent to Florida. But those 
planted in California fruited more quick- 
ly and were the first to attract attention. 
It soon became evident that the climate 
of that state was better suited to the 
cultivation of this variety. In Florida it 
is not sufficiently productive—i. e., does 
not bear freely enough to be profitable. 
Nevertheless the finest navel oranges 
come from Florida, though they are not 
eo handsome as those from Califórnia.
